RUDD: SECSTATE VANCE HAS FINISHED FIRST DAY OF TALKS WITH 
ISRAELI OFFICIALS.AND AS EXPECTED, RAN INTO STONE WALL. WE 
HAVE REPORT FROM BERNARD KALB IN JERUSALEM ON WHAT HAPPENS 
TODAY. 

KALB: SECRETARY VANCE AND PRIME MINISTER BEGIN WERE 
BACK AT NEGOTIATING TABLE THIS MORNING, BOTH SIDES CLE- 
ARLY TRYING TO AVOID U.S.-ISRAELI CONFRONTATION. INGRED- 
IENTS ARE THERE FOR JUST SUCH A SHOWDOWN. ISRAELIS FURIOUS 

ABOUT PRESIDENT CARTER'S OVERTURES TOWARD PLO; AMERICANS 
DRIVING FOR ISRAELI FLEXIBILITY. 

BUT WHILE U.S. AND ISRAELI DO NOT SEE EYE TO EYE ON 
VARIETY OF ISSUES, THEY ARE BOTH TRYING KEEP THEIR DIS- 
AGREEMENTS WITHIN MANAGEABLE BOUNDS, - INDEED, BOTH TRYING 
TO ACCENT POSITIVE. 

AT DINNER AT ISRAELI PARLIAMENT LAST NIGHT, BEGIN AP 
PLAUDED U.S. HE ALSO HAD SHARP DENUNCIATION OF PLO WHICH 
IS COMMITTED TO DISMANTLING OF JEWISH STATE. 

BEGIN: WE WANT PEACE. WE WANT TO NEGOTIATE PEACE (UNIN-

WOULD VANCE MISSION PROVE BE MISSION IMPOSSIBLE? TODAY 
TALKS WILL BE CRITICAL ELEMENT IN PROVIDING ANSWER. 
(JERUSALEM).

RICHARD VALERI ANI AND FLOYD KALBER ON "TODAY". 

FLOYD KALBER: CYRUS VANCE, SECSTATE, GOES INTO SECOND ROU- 
ND TALKS TODAY WITH ISRAELI LEADERS WHO HAVE TAKEN EXTREM- 
ELY HARDLINE POSITION ON LATEST U.S. ATTEMPTS TO ARRANGE 
PEACE IN MIDDLE EAST. YESTERDAY, AND AGAIN LAST NIGHT, 

PRIME MINISTER MENACHEM BEGIN FLATLY REFUSED ATTEMPTS TO

VALERI ANI: THIS WAS BEGINS FIRST STATE BANQUET AS PRIME

EMENT OPPOSITION TO DEALING WITH PLO, WHICH HE COMPARED TO 
HITLER'S NAZIS. 

BEGIN: ...PHILOSOPHY OF WHICH IS BASED ON ARABIC "MEIN 
KAMPF" IS NO PARTNER WHATSOEVER AND NEVER WILL BE PART- 
NER FOR US TO HOLD ANY TALKS BECAUSE SUCH IS PHILOSO- 
PHY, SUCH DESIGN AND SUCH METHOD. 

VALERI ANI (CONTD): IN HIS TOAST, VANCE ACKNOWLEDGED U.S. 

MAY BE PRODDING ISRAEL TOWARD NEGOTIATION A LITTLE FASTER 
THEN ISRAEL WANTS TO GO. 

VANCE: IF, SOMETIMES WE SEEM BE FOLLOWING MORE ACTIVE 
APPROACH THAN YOU WOULD PREFER, IS ONLY OUT OF DEEP CON- 
VICTION BASED ON LONG EXPREIENCE IN TRYING UNDERSTAND BOTH 
SIDES OF CONFLICT THAT, UNLESS U.S. PLAYS SUCH ROLE, NO 
PROGRESS WILL BE POSSIBLE. 

VALERI ANI (CONTD): VANCE AND BEGIN RESUME THEIR TALKS THIS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MORNING AFTER DEVOTING MUCH OF YESTERDAY'S DISCUSSIONS TO 
REVIEW OF AMERICAN COMMITMENTS NOT D-AL DIRECTLY WITH PLO, 
AND NOT CHANGE WORDING OF U.N. RESOLUTION 242 WHICH PROV- 
IDES BASIC FRAMEWORK FOR ARAB-ISRAELI NEGOTIATIONS, BUT D- 
OES NOT MENTION PALESTINIANS BY NAME. (IN ISRAEL)

BILL SEAMANS AND STEVE BELL ON "GOOD MORNING AMERICA". 

BELL: SECSTATE VANCE AND PRIME MINISTER BEGIN ARE CONTIN- 
UING TALKS IN JERUSALEM THIS MORNING, BUT ROLE OF PLO HAS 
CREATED MAJOR DISAGREEMENT THAT CLOUDED BANQUET LAST NIGHT 
IN JERUSALEM. ABC'S BILL SEAMANS HAS MORE. 
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SEAMANS: THEY WENT INTO SECOND SESSION THIS MORNING AFTER 
ISRAELIS HAD AGAIN MADE ABSOLUTELY CLEAR THEIR DETERMIN- 
ATION NOT NEGOTIATE WITH PLO IN ANY FORM HAD NOT CHANGED. 
LAST NIGHT, IN IMPOSING CHAGALL TAPESTRY ROOM OF ISRAELI 
PARLIAMENT, PRIME MINISTER BEGIN DEPARTED FROM TRADITION 
THAT DIPLOMATIC DINNERS ARE NEUTRAL SOCIAL GROUNDS WHEN 
HE REIECTED SUGGESTION THAT PLO COULD ATTEND GENEVA TALKS 
IF IT ACCEPTS U.N. RESOLUTION 242. 

BEGIN: ... PHILOSOPHY OF WHICH IS BASED ON AN ARABIC "MEIN 
KAMPF" IS NO PARTNER WHATSOEVER AND NEVER WILL BE PARTNER 
FOR US TO HOLD ANY TALKS BECAUSE SUCH IS PHILOSOPHY, SUCH 
DESIGN. AND SUCH METHOD. 

SEAMANS (CONTD): BEGIN HARDLINE POSITION AGAINST GIVING 
UP WEST BANK AND GAZA STRIP ALSO WAS REEMPHASIZED. IN HIS 

RESPONSE, MR. VANCE INDICATED ISRAEL MIGHT HAVE FACE RISKS 
OF CHANGE. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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VANCE: KNOWN RISKS SEEM AT TIMES PREFERABLE TO RISKS OF 
COURSE WHICH CAN BRING GREATER REWARDS, BUT WHICH ALSO LE- 
ADS DOWN PATHS THAT ARE UNFAMILIAR. AFTER SO MANY YEARS 
OF CONFLICT, NOT EASY TO ENVISAGE PEACE, AND CAN BE EVEN 
HARDER BELIEVE IN IT. 

SEAMANS (CONTD): AND SO, KEY QUESTION OF PLO AND WEST BANK 
ARE STILL ON SQUARE ONE. IUST HOW FIRMLY MAY BE CLARIFIED 
LATER TODAY WHEN MR. VANCE AND MR. BEGIN HOLD NEWS CON- 
FERENCE. (JERUSALEM).
